Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on December 
20, 2010 has been entered and made of record. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on December 20, 201 0 
was filed after the mailing date of the Notice of Allowance on September 20, 201 0. The 
submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the 
information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 5, 1 6 and 1 9-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art made of record fails to teach or suggest an image processing unit for 
computing a sequence of output images on basis of a sequence of input images, 
comprising, a motion estimation unit for computing a motion vector field on basis of the 
input images, the motion vector field comprising motion vectors, wherein each of the

motion vectors belongs to a group of pixels, a quality measurement unit for computing a 
value of a quality measure for the motion vector field, an interpolation unit for computing 
a first one of the output images by means of interpolation of pixel values of the input 
images, the interpolation being based on the motion vector field, and control means to 
control the interpolation unit on basis of the quality measure, characterized in that the 
quality measurement unit is arranged to compute the value of the quality measure on 
basis of the maximum of the differences between the motion vectors, wherein the 
motion estimation unit, the quality measurement unit, the interpolation unit, and the 
control means are implemented using a processor.
